1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1 -4, 6-8, 11,12 and 1 4 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claims 1 - 
4, 6-8, 11,12 and 1 4 are renumbered as 1 -1 0 respectively. 

3. The present invention is directed to a print control apparatus capable of allowing 
an inexperienced operator to execute a printing process by property and efficiently 
using a plurality of printing devices. Each independent claim identifies the uniquely 
distinct features " display unit configured to display a process flow list representing a 
process flow to execute the job by using the device combinations determined by the 
determination unit and the process flow list being a list in which display areas of a 
plurality of procedures which constitute the job are listed in the order of execution, the 
plurality of procedures including a process procedure to be performed by the first 
device, a work procedure in which a user moves the print product print by the first 
device from the first device to the second device and a process procedure to be

performed by the second device and a receiving unit configured to receive, via the 
network, information indicating that the first device has completed the process 
procedure to be performed by the first device ". The closest prior art, Aiyama (US 
7,903,271 ) fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
